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Bucks Creek Valleys, Roads Eyed As ‘Scenic Corridors’ 


The valleys of the Delaware 
River, the Neshaminy, Tinicum 
and Tohickon Creeks and the 
Rock Hills have been designat­ 
ed as “scenic corridors” in a 
crash report submitted by the 
Bucks County Planning Commis­ 
sion to the Federal Recreation 
Advisory Council. 
The report recommends that 
some 30 roads in the county 
ranging from major highways to 
dirt country roads be developed 
as scenic routes. 
The report also recommends 
a parkway belt around Phila­ 
delphia passing through Bucks 


County and connecting major 
recreational areas. 


Nationwide Study 


The study announced yester­ 
day, was made at the request 
of the state highway department 
and is to be included in a na­ 
tionwide study for the develop­ 
ment of scenic routes and park­ 
ways. 
Franklin C. Wood, executive 
director of the planning com­ 
mission. told members that he 
believed the county’s bid ‘ will 
rate high priority” since it is 
one of the few detailed plans 


submitted by counties of Penn­ 
sylvania. 
The scenic corridors.

explains, include a scenic route 
plus right-of-way which encom­ 
passes natural features and in 
some cases extends beyond the 
scenic and recreational areas.
